Hill In the fall of 1976 the City Council introduced a special , 

Watson appropriation ordinance for the rehabilitation of the Martin 

Luther King (MLK Center). This special appropriation ordinance,, 
passed in the fall of 1977, establishes the maximum funding 
limit for the rehabilitation of the MLK Center at $25,000 from 
2nd year Community Development Block Grant funds. In the fall 
of 1978 CD&P and the MLK Center signed a letter of agreement 
for the expenditure of funds and the construction process 
after months of negotiations. 


Due to the time lapse between the initial discussions with 
the MLK Center regarding the proposed rehabilitation work and 
the letting of bids for the work, construction'nas increased 
greatly creating the need for additional funds and there exists 
the need to amend the existing special appropriations ordinance, 


The additional funds in the amounts of $10,000 will com e 
from t he 3 rd year CDBG program which are presently allocated to 
the MLK Center for administrative costs. However, the CDBG 
regulations require that, before the MLK Center is eligible to 
expend any of these funds, MLK must seek and be denied other 
federal funds.

For the reasons I have mentioned, I recommend that we obtain
